Also, the fact that

ily mean he has another girl. The 
chances are that your tender let- 
ter arrives without having been 
read by anybody else. 
Although 


subject to censorship, most incom- 
ing service mail is not censored. 


But Johnny's answer is written 


under difficulties. 


If he is an enlisted man, it will 


probably be censored by his com- 
manding officer. And nothing 
is 


more fishy than the eye of a sec- 
ond lieutenant looking at a K. P. 
who has just told his girl he can't 
do his work for thinking of her. 
This also acts as a damper on 
complaints. 


If he is clever, Johnny may get 


across the general idea that 
he 


doesn't care for something by over- 
doing praise. If he writes, 
"The 


ensign has the biggest blue eyes 
and is always a perfect gentleman 
You should see the 
elegant lan- 


guage he uses in making official 
reports, and besides he wears 
a 


lovely big grin every morning when

...On ships, an officer's mail 
is 


censored by brother officers. And 
the sad fact is that if you get too 
strong in your praise of a girl, the 
roomate who cersors your letters 
is not always above going .to see 
her if he gets a leave before you 
do. 


Generally, army officers 
simply 


certify their letters themselves — 
but their mail is subject to "spot" 
censorship which picks out a letter 
now and then; so the officer never 
can be sure that his missive to his 
beloved will be read only by her 
own limpid eyes. 


Army men seldom can tell their 


exact locations, but navy shore- 


based personel 
fometlmes can. 


Thus if two brothers were on Glutz 
Island, one in the army and the 
other • in the navy, GI Joe could 
only give an army post office num- 
ber. But Jim's mail could be ad- 
dressed to the Glutz Island naval 
air base, and it might be perfectly 
legal for him to tell Ma that he had 
seen Joe and had lunch with him. 


A ship may be receiving mail 


more or less regularly while her 
men are unable to send any 
for 


months. Recently a ship was 
in 


Hawaii, New Zealand, the Fijis and 
the Gilberts, receiving mail, all the 
while. But the men could send no 
mail until she returned to Hawai, 
her immediate mission completed. 


Before the war, "clipper" mail 


was the fastest from the mainland 
to Hawaii. It still is for a civilian 
address, but it is silly for military 
mail. If acceptable at all, it sim- 
ply would be delayed for one spe- 
cific commercial airplane, although 
half a dozen military air mail car- 
riers might have left in the mean- 
time.

managing secretary of thc Heskett 
Foundation. He took part inveo;ilr; 
ferences, almost weekly Confer- 
ences, 
promoted 
by 
colleges, 


libraries, municipal forums, state 
educational associations, a'ncl he 
unflinchingly told these confer- 
ences that rural education was a 
Pine idea. He sat on committees, 
and if the silting was not actual 
and physical, at least he had his 
name on the rosters of committees, 
scores of them. He benevolently 
allowed students to use the peda- 
gogical library which Miss Nim- 
rock had collected, and he super- 
vised the publication 
of,, three 


pamphlets prepared by university 
instructors who had concluded 
after examining all thc figures is- 
sued by the state governments 
that, teachers could be belter paid 
and better heated. This was called 
Research. 


He was fond of these pamphlets 


because whenever his accounts 
looked a litlle confused, he could 
always put down "printing and

•ou couldn't pry a sawbuck loose

'lanish saw it more professionally 
vith Ihe eye of vision and of the 
uture.

uropy was in this era turning into 
omething far nobler than the 
mpulslve handing out of a quar- 
cr. It was no longer emotion anc 
riendliness, but Social Engineer- 
ng, Planned Giving, with a pur- 
Dose and a technique; it was Bi| 
Business. Dr. Planish saw tha 
.oday the Good Samarilan woulc 
not do anything so silly and un 
sanitary as to pick up a man whi 
had fallen among hit-run driv 
ers. According to every rule o 
First Aid, the silly suburbanit 
might have killed the coor fellov 
by moving him. Today, the Sa 
maritan would telephone to th 
nearest. hospital and say, "Tak 
care of him, and when I com 
again, I shall increase my sub 
scription lo your nationwide chain 
of hospitals, now headed by that 
great Organization Executive, Dr. 
Gideon Planish." 


Thus dreamed the Doctor, ten- 


der heart and powerful brain run- 
ning strong and true, as he took 
his daily nap among the steel 
filing cabinets in his office. 


All this colonization of hospitals 


was as yet merely in his pro- 
phetic vision. Not for some time 
yet would Organized Philanthropy 
rank eighth among the major in- 
dustries of the United States. But 
already Dr. 'Planish could foresee 
a wedding of generosity and effi- 
ciency which would make the 
Crusades look like a bonus march, 
and perceive that it was going 
to be valuable for a scholar with 
a. wife and child to be stationed 
close to this waxing flood of gold.

With the passion for 
exactitude 
and flapping charts 


which is part of the New Scientific 
Philanthropy, Dr. Planish calcu- 
lated that it cost ten cents to send 
out the letter, including stationery, 
postage, mimeographing, filling in, 
the booklet, overhead, and pur- 
chasing lists of persons known to 
have been philanthropic—which 
were rather coarsely known as 
"sucker lists," and which were 
sold commercially, like fly-paper.

Planish did nothing aC all as 


managing secretary of thc Heskett 
Foundation. He took part inveo;ilr; 
ferences, almost weekly Confer- 
ences, 
promoted 
by 
colleges, 


libraries, municipal forums, state 
educational associations, a'ncl he 
unflinchingly told these confer- 
ences that rural education was a 
Pine idea. He sat on committees, 
and if the silting was not actual 
and physical, at least he had his 
name on the rosters of committees, 
scores of them. He benevolently 
allowed students to use the peda- 
gogical library which Miss Nim- 
rock had collected, and he super- 
vised the publication 
of,, three 


pamphlets prepared by university 
instructors who had concluded 
after examining all thc figures is- 
sued by the state governments 
that, teachers could be belter paid 
and better heated. This was called 
Research. 


He was fond of these pamphlets 


because whenever his accounts 
looked a litlle confused, he could 
always put down "printing and 
promotion" as an item of expense 


It was indeed chiefly as a lit- 


erary man that Dr. Planish mark- 
edly improved upon Miss Nim 
rock. He gave no larger flnancia 
grants for school-garden contests 
but he increased 
fourfold 
th 


number of letters of advice sen 
out monthly to rural educators 
advice on whether 
blackboard 


should be greenboards or blue 
boards, advice on reading poetrj 
advice on the established code fo 
school janitors. 
He sat dictatin 


oracles all day long, stopping onl 
to steal his information from the 
publications of Columbia Univer- 
sity, the Carnegie Foundation and 
the Association for Adult Educa- 
tion.. 


AS a literary man, Dr. Planish 


also composed the 
Heskett 


oundation's first aggressive series 
f 
fund-soliciting 
letters. 
Mr. 


'risby insisted that the Founda- 
ion had enough funds so that it 
vas not worth the bother "to clr- 
ularize a lot of fourflushers thai 
•ou couldn't pry a sawbuck loose 
rom wilh dynamite," but Dr, 
'lanish saw it more professionally 
vith Ihe eye of vision and of the 
uture. 
The Biblical virtue of philgn- 


uropy was in this era turning into 
omething far nobler than the 
mpulslve handing out of a quar- 
cr. It was no longer emotion anc 
riendliness, but Social Engineer- 
ng, Planned Giving, with a pur- 
Dose and a technique; it was Bi| 
Business. Dr. Planish saw tha 
.oday the Good Samarilan woulc 
not do anything so silly and un 
sanitary as to pick up a man whi 
had fallen among hit-run driv 
ers. According to every rule o 
First Aid, the silly suburbanit 
might have killed the coor fellov 
by moving him. Today, the Sa 
maritan would telephone to th 
nearest. hospital and say, "Tak 
care of him, and when I com 
again, I shall increase my sub 
scription lo your nationwide chain 
of hospitals, now headed by that 
great Organization Executive, Dr. 
Gideon Planish." 


Thus dreamed the Doctor, ten- 


der heart and powerful brain run- 
ning strong and true, as he took 
his daily nap among the steel 
filing cabinets in his office. 


All this colonization of hospitals 


was as yet merely in his pro- 
phetic vision. Not for some time 
yet would Organized Philanthropy 
rank eighth among the major in- 
dustries of the United States. But 
already Dr. 'Planish could foresee 
a wedding of generosity and effi- 
ciency which would make the 
Crusades look like a bonus march, 
and perceive that it was going 
to be valuable for a scholar with 
a. wife and child to be stationed 
close to this waxing flood of gold.

Kltto thought it a rather shocking 
letter, and Mr. Frisby thought it 
funny. But, in the technical term, 
it "pulled." With the passion for 
exactitude 
and flapping charts 


which is part of the New Scientific 
Philanthropy, Dr. Planish calcu- 
lated that it cost ten cents to send 
out the letter, including stationery, 
postage, mimeographing, filling in, 
the booklet, overhead, and pur- 
chasing lists of persons known to 
have been philanthropic—which 
were rather coarsely known as 
"sucker lists," and which were 
sold commercially, like fly-paper.

Wage Ceiling for 
Farm Workers 
Ordered Today

move unprecedented in all Ameri- 
can farm history, a wage control 
program for agricultural workers, 
with maximum ceilings of $2,400 a 
year, has been ordered 
by War 


Food Administrator Marvin Jones. 


Aides of the administrator, who 


disclosed the plan, said War Food 
Administration labor offices have 
been directed to set up state farm 
wage boards to hold hearings and 
establish maximum wages. 


These 
groups 
would function 


much in the manner of the War 
Labor Board in determing the ceil- 
ings for industrial workers. On the 
basis of the 1942 wage stabilization 
act, Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson put farm wages under the 
supervision of the WFA but officials 
did not consider it necessary 
to 


take any immediate general action 
toward control. 


Now however, farm wages have 


reached the highest point in 20 
years. Many workers have 
gone 


into war plants. Those who have 
remained on the farms have re- 
peatedly received what amounts to
